RAILWAY FARES. 
TO THD EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—The figures of the relative cost of rail- 
way travelling in various countries, which you 
ive in your , Har ba “Sea and Rail,” are evi- 
tly based on the present exchange values of 
the pound sterling. Railway feres have been 
increased on the Continent as well as over here, 
but in most cases the increase is on a elidin 
scale, proportionately higher for the first 
second classes. e fect that the railwa 
journey, third class, from Bordeaux to Dunkir 
costs £1 12s. in English money is small comfort 
for the Frenchman who pays in francs a sum 
50 to 60 per cent. (I have not the exact figures) 
greater than he would heve done before the 
war; besides which third class accommodation 
in France and Italy is far inferior to that in 
Great Britain, and is not provided on many of 
the express treins. 
The motor char-d-banc may take the place of 
the railway fot short journeys; but for long 
journeys, particularly in winter time, the latter 
w'll always have the advantage. In comparing 
the two modes of trevelling if must be remem- 
bered that the tailway provides and, maintains
